Around The World Cruise 


Cunard White Star Liner To Make

Preliminary enquiries throughout 

America indicate that the 1935 

Around the World Cruise of the Cun-

Salvaging Gold From Chimney 


U.S. Assay Office Reclaims It From 
The Soot 
U.S. government devalu- 
ated the dollar, almost doubling the 
dollar value of every scrap of gold, 
the Assay office in New York has 
been using every conceivable precau- 
tion in its melting room to conserve 
the metal. The Assay Office is housed 
in a relatively new building, white 
and severe, at the corner of Old Slip 
and South Street. One of its 
portant installations is called a fume 
reality, a serics of 
metal sleeves, each plumbed by a 
chain. Alternating run 
through the chains and the sleeves; 
and, as smoke passes up the chim- 
hey, the particles, 
minute quantities of gold, are dashed

Plans have been laid already to 
relieve distress in the dried-out areas 
of the prairies, feed the impoverished 
people, provide secd for next year's 
crops and look after millions of half- 
starved cattle and horses. But there 
is another object in mind--how to re- 
claim for the land its binding and 
freshness due to years of drouth. 

For months the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture has been experi- 
menting with grasses gathered trom 
all parts of the world to determine 
the best to act a binder to the 
wind-tossed soil of the prairies. Agri- 
cultural experts believe many narts 
of the West never will regain their 
paramount place as wheat producers 
until the soil has been rebound 
rejuvenated. Eventually it may lead 
to refor:station and irrigation on a 
wide stale. 

Some idea of the vastness of the 
problem may be gathered from these 
figures: In Manitoba, 1.000,000 acres 
in 13 municipalities affected 
drouth. Sixty per cent. of the culti- 
vated acreage of Saskatchewan 
been dried out and 40 per cent. will 
not produce a marketable crop this 
year.

Noother writings known to 
nan possess the dynamic to trans 
orm men’s lives, purify and elevate 
heie ideals, revolutionize their sys- 
tems, and reform conditions for 
human uplift and welfare. If any 
uan would know his own heart in 
dl its possibilities of glory and 
hame, and if he would know God 
in all the grandeur of His nature 
and far-reaching grasp of Lis love— 
et him read the Bible—the book 
vhich Queen Victoria said was 
‘the secret of England’s greatness,’ 
ind to which may the Motherland 
‘oon return as the unfailing source 
f her Empire's guidance. And 
let the world know that this_ has 
veendone, for, when England speaks 
‘he whole world listens.’

Insects are our greatest friends— 
and our greatest enemies.
